Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

2. This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions wliicli 
are not so linl<ed as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

3. In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

- Group I, claim(s) 1-17, drawn to a multi-view display having specific pixel pitch 
lengths. 

- Group II, claim(s) 18-20 and 22-29, drawn to a display having a lenticular lens 
sheet. 

- Group III, claim(s) 21 , drawn to a display having light source pitch spacing. 

- Group IV, claim(s) 30-48, drawn to a display having specific pixel driving 
methods. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive
